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WHETHER  growth  be  endogenous 
or  exogenous  it  results  in  ex- 
pansion and  though  we  like  it,  it  is 
always  attended  by  troubles.  We  all 
had  our  growing  pains.  Our  govern- 
ment and  people  are  having  theirs. 
Expansion  is  the  bane  of  engineers. 
It  is  the  chief  cause   of  trouble  at  In-

T  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Prin- 
cipals of  the  State  Normal  Schools 
at  Harrisburg  in  November  last  it  was 
resolved  that  a  collective,  not  a  com- 
petitive, display  be  made  at  the 
Louisiana  Purchase  Exhibition.  Each 
school  has  the  opportunity  to  con- 
tribute whatever  it   may  prefer,  with- 


diana.  In  the  class  rooms,  the  chapel, 
even  in  the  dining  room,  it  causes 
discomfort. 

We  shall,  however,  meet  the  situa- 
tion by  providing  new  buildings, 
larger  rooms  and  more  good  teachers. 
There  will  then  be  less  wear  upon  the 
nerves  of   both  pupils   and    teachers. 


out  reference  to  the  material  sent  from 
the  other  schools.  The  aim  is  to  en- 
able the  observer  to  learn  the  charac- 
ter of  Normal  School  effort  in  Penn- 
sylvania. It  is  not  to  advertise  the 
several  schools.  One  of  the  most 
interesting  and  suggestive  features 
will  be  the   collection    of   all  the  pul> 
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lished  literary  work  of  those  who  are, 
or  have  been,  directly  connected  with 
these  schools  as  teachers  or  as  pupils. 
Should  this  be  fully  carried  out 
there  will  be  a  surprise  in  store  for 
many  thoughtful  observers.  While 
the  best  work  that  has  been  done  in 
these  schools,  that  of  building  up 
characters,  will  not  be  revealed  to  any 
great  degree  in  the  volumes  of  that 
library,  the  wide  range  of  vigorous 
thought  represented  will  show  some  of 
the  powerful  influences  that  have 
been  brought  to  bear  in  these  schools 
upon  the  youth  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
readers  of  the  Herald  should  make  a 
note  of  it. 

'HE  Teachers'  Agencies,  like  all 
other  successful  business  organi- 
zations, ma)-  be  safely  trusted  to  un- 
derstand the  demands  of  the  public. 
Hence  it  is  not  amiss  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  alumni,  trustees,  and  future 
graduates,  to  the  requirements  of  one 
of  the  newer  agencies. 

They  are  as  follows :  Ability  to 
to  teach,  professional  spirit,  progres- 
sive ideas,  an  agreeable  personality, 
and  moral  force. 

There  was  a  time  when  the  first  and 
last  of  these  requirements  were  con- 
sidered ample  by  the  most  exacting. 
Then  the  fourth  was  added;  finally, 
the  second  and  third  grew  out  of  the 
recognition  of  our  profession,  and  of 
growth  as  one  of  the  ' '  evidences  of 
an  education." 

In  the  face  of  small  salaries  and 
limited  time,  it  is  a  little  hard  to 
meet  the  last  named  demands;  but 
they  must  be  met,  and  no  better 
means  lie  at  hand  than  in  the  reading 


of  a  first  class  professional  magazine, 
for  at  least  one  of  which,  each  teacher 
should  subscribe.  Magazines  of  real 
worth  which  deal,  not  with  methods, 
but  principles;  whose  editors'  names 
insure  the  quality  of  the  contents. 

No  less  important,  is  attendance  at 
the  National  Educational  Association, 
whose  members  enjoy  low  R.  R.  rates, 
and  the  publications  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  Association  meets  next 
summer  at  St.  Louis,  July  5th,  and 
there  will  probably  be  found  there 
the  finest  educational  exhibit  ever 
made;  an  exhibit  which  will  be  all  the 
more  valuable  from  the  fact  that  the 
discussions  in  the  N.  E.  A.  will  be 
largely  based  on  it. 

It  is  not  too  early  to  begin  to  plan 
for  a  visit  to  the  N.  E.  A.  at  St. 
Louis  next  summer,  and,  setting 
aside  all  the  pleasure  to  be  gained 
from  the  trip,  there  is,  as  we  have 
seen,  a  sound  business  principle  in- 
volved in  joining  a  great  organization 
which  more  than  any  other  agency  is 
winning  recognition  for  that  profession 
to  which  we  belong.

Tohe  Professional 

Department. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  it 
is  well  to  look  back  over  past  achieve- 
ments and  ahead  to  new  endeavor. 

Indiana's  graduates  have  attained 
high  rank  as  teachers.  How  can  we 
keep  up  to  the  pace  which  we  have 
set  for  ourselves?  To  what  have  we 
owed  our  success  in  the  past? 

In  answer  we  find  several  causes: 
Indiana  has  always  prepared  her  stu- 
dents well  in  academic  requirements; 
the  specific  training  in  so-called  pro- 
fessional work  has  been  valuable,  and 
more  than  this,  students  have  been 
developed  along  social  lines.  We  are 
apt  to  underestimate  the  force  of  this 
last  item,  but  young  persons  sent  out 
to  take  charge  of  schools  of  their  own 
should  be  fitted  to  be  social  forces  in 
the  communities  in  which  they  are  to 
live. 

During  the  last  ten  years  the  stu- 
dents have  been  brought  under  the 
influence  of  educators  and  lecturers  of 
national  fame:  Hamilton  W.  Mabie, 
Gen.  O.  O.  Howard,  Professor  South- 
wick,  of  Emerson  College;  Prof. 
George,  of  George  Junior  Republic; 
Ernest  Thompson-Seton,  Murat  Hal- 
stead,  Booker  T.  Washington,  Prof. 
Zueblin,  Jacob  Riis,  and  many  others 
have  broadened  our  outlook  and  en- 
larged our  sympathies. 
*** 

The  school  is  especially  to  be  con- 
gratulated this  winter  m  having  as  its 
University  Extension  instructor,  Prof. 
Carl  Barnes,  widely  known  in  Eng- 
land and  America  as  a  student  of  chil- 
dren.    Prof.    Barnes   is   devoting  his 


life  courageously,  consistently,  and 
hopefully  to  Child  Study,  and  it 
means  much  to  our  present  Senior 
Class  to  come  under  his  influence. 

We  have  at  hand  school  reports 
from  various  parts  of  the  country  and 
they  bear  testimony  to  the  enlarging 
influence  the  Child  Study  Movement 
is  exerting  in  all  progressive  localities. 
Passaic,  New  Jersey,  is  said  to  have 
undertaken  to  apply  the  most  systemat- 
ically in  its  schools  the  conclusions  of 

Child  Study. 

*## 

From  the  Passaic  School  Report  we 
■find  an  account  of  the  card-index- 
recording  system,  which  they  have 
introduced,  and  by  means  of  which 
all  helpful  physical  facts  concerning 
each  child  are  recorded.  Results  of 
examinations  of  eyes,  ears,  physical 
peculiarities,  etc.  are  regularly  set 
down.  Frequency  of  headache, 
amount  of  outside  work  required  at 
home,  and  home  relations,  are  also 
tabulated. 

Turning  to  the  ' '  Report  on  Child 
Study  Investigation,"  we  find  some 
valuable  ' '  Conclusions  ' '  that  are 
being  used  as  basic  facts  in  new  school 
arrangements.  Some  of  these  we 
quote : 

' '  In  general  there  is  a  distinct  re- 
lationship in  children  between  physi- 
cal condition  and  intellectual  capacity, 
the  latter  varying  directly  as  the 
former. ' ' 

"  The  endurance  of  boys  is  greater 
than  that  of  girls  at  all  ages,  and  the 
difference  seems  to  increase  after  the 
age  of  nine." 

' '  There  are  certain  parts  of  the  day 
when  pupils  on  the  average  have  a 
higher  storage  of  energy  than  at  other 
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periods.  These  periods  should  be 
utilized  for  the  highest  forms  of  edu- 
cational work." 

"  The  period  from  fourteen  to 
twenty  is  characterized  by  great  and 
rapid  physical  changes.  There  seems 
to  accompany  this  physical  activity  a 
corresponding  intellectual  and  emo- 
tional activity.  It  is  a  period,  there- 
fore, when  broad  educational  influ- 
ences are  most  needed — preeminently 
a  time  for  character  building. ' ' 
*** 

Another  valuable  means  of  training 
to  Normal  students  is  our  library, 
which  each  year  is  made  increasingly 
useful.  Through  the  thoughtfulness 
of  Hon.  S.  M.  Jack,  our  Representa- 
tive, all  government  publications  are 
placed  on  file  in  our  library  as  soon  as 
issued. 

The  present  librarian,  Mrs.  Mitchell, 
is  making  the  collection  more  valuable 
by  making  it  available.  The  Seniors 
are  now  preparing  their  graduating 
theses,  as  they  are  to  be  bound  and 
sent  to  St.  Louis  and  they  have 
obtained  much  assistance  from  these 
public  documents. 

What  might  be  called  the  ' '  Library 
Movement ' '  is  as  wide-spread  as  the 
Child  Study  Movement.  Libraries 
are  ceasing  to  be  places  for  preserving 
books  and  are  becoming  centres  from 
which  to  circulate  books.  Nearly  all 
large  cities  now  are  doing  definite 
work  for  the  schools  and  teachers 
through  their  Public  Libraries. 

For  this  purpose  the  Buffalo  Public 

Library  has  prepared  in  addition  to  its 

regular    catalog  a  pamphlet    entitled 

'    Class-Room    Libraries    for    Public 


Schools  Listed  by  Grades,"  to  which 
is  added  a  list  of  books  suggested  for 
school  reference  libraries.  As  we 
sometimes  receive  letters  from  our 
graduates  asking  for  just  this  infor- 
mation, we  call  their  attention  to  this 
valuable  source  of  supply. 

Athletics. 

Basket  ball  and  hockey  are  absorb- 
ing the  interest  of  the  students  during 
these  winter  days,  and  there  is  little 
else  beside.  The  skating  pond  was 
put  in  good  shape  in  the  fall  and 
there  has  been  plenty  of  good  skating. 
During  the  Holiday  vacation  the  ice 
was  cut  and  sold,  and  enough  money 
will  be  realized  on  the  ice  to  pay  all 
the  expense  in  connection  with  the 
pond.  The  old  students  who  had  to 
walk  two  miles  .to  find  a  patch  of  ice 
large  enough  to  skate  on,  will  appre- 
ciate the  advantage  and  convenience 
of  having  a  large  pond  within  half  a 
mile  of  the  school.

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Letter  From  Arizona. 
Xogai.es,  Ariz.,  Dec.  19,  1903. 

My  Dear  Normal  Herald — If  you 
only  knew  with  what  joy  you  were 
greeted  I  believe  you  would  come 
oftener. 

I  am  still  down  on  the  border  line. 
Just  step  across  our  International 
Street  and  you  will  be  in  the  sister 
republic  of  Mexico. 

We  have  a  very  crowded  school  this 
year.  I  have  sixty-five  pupils  in  first 
primary  and  over  one  hundred  are 
enrolled  in  the  Kindergarten. 

I  have  about  six  American  children 
in  my  room — the  rest  are  Mexican 
and  know  no  English  except  what  I 
attempt  to  teach  them.  Next  year  it 
will  be  better,  I  hope,  as  the  work  of 
the  kindergarten  will  by  that  time  be 
felt. 

We  are  having  the  most  delightful 
winter  weather.  Bright  sunny  days, 
with  glorious  blue  sky  over-head. 
The  mornings  and  evenings  are  quite 
snappy,  but  at  noon  a  wrap  is  a 
superfluity. 

We  had  a  very  interesting  Institute 
the  first  week  in  November.  It  was 
held  at  Tucson,  and  Pima,  Yuma, 
Cochise  and  vSanta  Cruz  counties  were 
represented;  the  latter  named  is  my 
county.  It  is  the  "baby"  of  the 
Territory. 

I  was  accorded  the  honor  of  being 
.Secretary,  so  you  see  away  out  here 
dear  old  Indiana  is  not  overlooked. 

Our  schools  close  here  next  Wed- 
nesday for  the  holiday  vacation.  I 
intend  to  go  to  Guaymas,  about  three 
hundred  miles  from  here.  It  is  the 
seaport  of  the  state  of  Sonora, 
Mexico,  being  situated    on  a  fine  bay, 


an  arm  of  the  Gulf  of  California.  The 
weather  there  now  is  delightful,  just 
about  like  June  at  home.  The  town 
is  very  foreign  in  its  aspect;  but  what 
I  am  longing  to  see  is  that  glorious 
bay.  To  you,  who  have  never  been 
deprived  of  the  sight  of  water,  this 
will  convey  but  little — but  if  any  of 
you  have  lived  in  an  arid  country  you 
know  what  the  sight  of  that  water 
will  mean  to  me. 

There  are  some  beautiful  orange 
groves  and  cocoanut  ranches  near 
Guaymas.  I  wish  you  could  all  be 
with  me  on  my  trip,  for  I  know  you 
would  enjoy  it.  We  can  get  the 
sweetest  and  best  oranges  I  ever  tasted 
right  here.  There  are  many  orange 
groves  all  through  Sonora. 

While  you  are  huddled  up  in  furs, 
going  to  your  Christmas  festivities, 
just  picture  me  in  a  thin  white  dress, 
viewing  the  Mexican  way  of  keeping- 
Christmas.

The  Commercial  Department  under 
Prof.  Lowrey  continues  to  grow.

The  Indiana  Normal  School  library 
was  established  in  1876,  one  year  after 
the  opening  of  the  school. 

The  first  library  was  located  in  the 
class  rooms  now  occupied  by  Frof. 
Gordon  and  Miss  Weaver,  and  con- 
sisted principally  of  reference  books, 
mainly  donations  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  together  with  a.  few  of  the 
popular  magazines,  journals  of  educa- 
tion, church  and  secular  newspapers. 

During  the  next  few  3'ears  it  was 
materially  increased  by  the  aid  of  the 
two  literary  societies  of  the  school,  but 
was  of  slow  growth,  owing  to  the  lack 
of  room. 

In  1893,  upon  the  completion  of  the 
Model  School  Building,  it  was  moved 
into  the  rooms  vacated  by  the  Model 
School  and  several  thousand  volumes 
were  purchased. 

The  present  location  is  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  main  building  where  it 
occupies  three  rooms.  The  library 
proper,  a  room  40  ft.  50  ft.,  the  read- 
ing room,  18  ft.  by  30  ft.  and  the 
governmental  library,  15  by  16  ft. 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  Con- 
gressman, S.  M.  Jack,  the  school 
became  a  depository  for  gov- 
ernmental documents.  This  latter 
room  contains  books  especially  rich  in 
the  departments  of  science  and  educa- 
tion. In  the  near  future  we  hope  to 
have  these  catalogued  and  ready  for 
use. 

The  present  library  consists  of  6,047 
volumes,  valued  at  $8,1^8.33.  We 
take  especial  pride  in  our  bound 
magazines  which  number  eight  hun- 
dred volumes,  chiefly  the  standard 
monthlies. 


Having  all  of  the  principal  indexes 
to  facilitate  research,  reference  work 
in  these  is  made  both  pleasant  and 
profitable;  hence  we  find  them  in  daily 
use,  and  invaluable  in  the  preparation 
of  historical,  literary  and  geographical 
subjects,  also  in  thesis  and  composition 
work. 

The  reading  room  has  the  current 
numbers  of  forty  popular  and  technical 
magazines  and  over  fifty  newspaper; 
on  file.  From  one  hundred  to  two 
hundred  readers  are  found  here  daily. 

Our  reference  library  is  well 
equipped,  containing  all  the  standard 
encyclopedias,  year  books,  reference

The  coming  year  we  desire  to  make  a 
specialty  of  pictures  for  class  work  and 
scrap  book  work.  At  present  we 
have  about  two  hundred  mounted 
Perry  pictures  and  about  fifty  mount- 
ed pictures  illustrative  of  products 
and  their  locality  of  growth. 

As  to  conveniences  to  facilitate  work , 
Ave  believe  we  have  as  much  as  will  be 
found  in  any  other  library  of  the  same 
size.  Tables  for  all  reference  work, 
pigeon  holes  for  small  pamphlets, 
racks  for  magazines  and  papers, 
drawers  for  unbound  magazines, 
cases  for  card  catalogues,  etc. 

We  have  aimed  to  beautify  our 
rooms  by  flowers  and  pictures.  In 
fact,  we  feel  we  have  progressed  as 
far  as  room  would  permit.  At  the 
completion  of  our  new  buildings, 
which  we  anticipate  the  coming  year, 
the  library,  we  hope,  may  have  new 
quarters  where  we  can  enlarge  and 
still  do  better  work.

Miss  Daisy  M.  Vogel.  daughter  of 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Peter  Yogel,  of  Somer- 
set, Perm. ,  died  from  typhoid  fever  at 
the  Philippine  Civil  Hospital,  Septem- 
ber 28. 

Miss  Yogel  taught  music  in  the 
High  School  at  Baliuag.  She  was  a 
beautiful  girl  of  noble  character  and  a 
rare  grace  of  manner  that  won  for  her 
friends  everywhere.  She  was  a  col- 
lege graduate  and  a  fine  musician, 
possessing  a  sweet,  sympathetic  voice 
of  unusual  richness.
